Special to The New York Times. j 
BUFFALO, Sept. 27.—When at 1:59) 
o'clock this morning William Randolph 
Hearst was nominated for Governor of 
New York, one of the most remarkable 
conventions ever held in this State 
complished its work.

It was a remarkable convention in that

publicly excoriated. The attacks on 
Hearst and Murphy, delivered under the 
guise of speeches nominating Sulzer and | 
Dix, violated the first principle of all con- 
ventions, which is that you must restrict 
yourself to booming your own man in 
your speeches, and must say nothing of- 
fensive or personal about your opponents. 

This, to a considerable extent, caused 
the brutality shown toward the anti, 
Hearst speakers. If they had confined | 
themselves to nominating their own can- 
didates the convention would 


ft had been spread about that they were 
going to depart from all precedents, cus- 
toms, and traditions and assail with all 
the force they could command the man 
who was admittedly to be the nominee. 
They announced ft themselves. Hence the 
Hearst men went to the convention in an 
ugly temper, determined that the men 
who assailed their candidate should not 
be heard, and, with the exception of 
Meagher, they were not. A long roar be- 
gan the moment an anti-Hearst speaker 
took the platform and lasted until after 
he quit. 


Will Remain In the Party, 


The anti-Hearst men were not deterred 
from carrying out their purpose, and the 
lashing they gave the candidate was ter- 
rific. But it was heard only by a few. 
They, however, accomplished their purpose 
of furnishing all the campaign ammunition 
they possibly could to the Republicans, 
and now, content with that, they will re- 
main in the party and will not bolt. The 
men who flayed Hearst most vindictively 
say they will vote for him. Osborne and 
Carlisle, who delivered scorching speeches, 
announced their purpose to stay in the 
party as soon as the convention had ad- 
jJourned. Mayor McClellan, Charles F. 
Rattigan, and other anti-Hearst leaders, 
who did not address the convention, say 
the same thing. Of all the men here the 
only open bolter will be District Attorney 
Jerome. 

The anti-Hearst men do this for no pur- 
pose except to preserve their party regu- 
larity that they can fight Hearst 
within the organization. They are de- 
termined to wrest the control of the party | 
from him whether he becomes Governor ; 
or not. And as they went home to-day | 
they began the work of building up a 
new organization. 

The fallen state of the Democratic ma- 
chine has been lamentably shown. When 
David B. Hill was forced out of the lead- 
ership the Democratic organization in the 
State collapsed. It was Hill's strong 
hand which kept it going in the years of 
lean when there was no patronage 
‘to t 1en to work and when nothing 
but th strength of a leader} 
could hcld them together. Men worked | 
gladly for him who had no hope of re- 
ward and no prospect of patronage. When 
he was driven out of politics the organi- 
gation was wrecked. There was no one 
anywhere to act as a central power be- 
cause in every county the leaders lost 
their grip and the organizations went to 
smash.

He has been conquered by Murphy and 
deserted by Sullivan. 

And yet Murphy is not happy. He has 
nominated a candidate, dominated a 
party, crushed his enemies, and annexed 
his rivals. Yet he is distrusted by his 
candidate, and is the object of the bitter- 
est and most openly expressed hatred 
from practically all the responsible men 
of the up-State Democracy. He sat in the 
convention last night while the shouters 
were howling down the spokesman of the 
opposition; but he had to lHsten to 
Meagher, and Meagher described him to 
his face as a man whom his own candi- 
date had pictured in prison stripes. The 
shouters, who had been carried off their 
feet by the irresistible rush of Meagher’s 
talk and had listened breathlessly, not 
daring to interrupt, tried at that point to 
break in with their old tactics, but again 
Meagher dominated them and made them 
listen.

A Pilloried Conqueror, 

Why is Murphy unhappy? How could he 
be happy? He sat in the convention last 
night a pillorfed conqueror, a kicked 
victor. He has been the least popular, the 
least impressive figure here, with the ex- 
ception of his two enemies, McClellan and 
Jerome. He knows he is detested by the 
men he conquered and distrusted by the 
man he nominated. His power in Tam- 
many is tremendously increased, and for 
that he is thankful; but he has made him- 
self the most hated Tammany leader up- 
State since the days of Aaron Burr. And 
the future ig not pleasing. Among its 
omens for him the most sinister is the 
question of Hearst's attitude toward him. 
Friends of Hearst are saying to-day that 
when their man is elected Governor he 
will have nothing to do with Murphy. Of 
course this may be discounted on the 
theory that it is for political effect, but 
the fact that Murphy and Hearst are not 
such close allies as might be expected is 
shown by the way in which the candidate 
was forced to take a platform declaring 
against municipal ownership and all his 
other pet propositions. 

Bourke Cockran, in his speech second- 
ing Hearst, pointedly and plainly de- 
clared that he wished he did 
to do it. He said he would much prefer 
to come here nominating somebody else. 
This was not a bluff, either; it was the 
bitter wail of a sad heart. Cockran has 
haq to execute many a flop in his career, 
but never before has he had to get up 
in a State convention and make a speech 
seconding a man who has denounced him 


{in terms that violate the libel law of the 


State of New York. 

The friends of Hearst say, too, 
Mayor McClellan will be removed 
office as soon as Hearst takes the 
bernatorial chair. Charges against the 
Mayor have already been drawn up and 
will be presented to Hearst early in Jan- 
uary, if he Is elected. 

Good Impression Made by Sulzer. 

Sulzer, on whom the anti-Hearst peo- 
ple finally centred, stands several de- 
grees higher than he did before he came 
here. He hhks conducted himself in a 
square and manly fashion, and though 
his boom was originally regarded as a 
joke he has made friends hand over fist. 
He fought Hearst hard, and did what he 
did well. A lot of people who came here 
not taking Sulzer serlously ha come 
to the conclusion that he has been under- 
estimated. None of the anti-Hearst men 
made so good an Impression as he, 

He has had a thousand times more in- 
fluence and more effect than either Je- 
rome or McClellan. Both of them were 
the recipients of the ridicule and indiffer- 
ence which Sulzer’s critics might have 
expected to be his portion. They have 
cut the poorest possible figures since they 
came here. Everybody knows that they 
arrived for no other purpose than to take 
the floor and denounce Hearst. Their 
nerve failed them at the last minute, and 
McClellan stayed in his room while Je- 
rome went to the theatre. The work 
which they came here to do was done 
by Osborne, Raines, Carlisle, and Philip 
Meagher. 

The last-named made himself a figure 
before the convention. He was the only 
anti-Hearst man who got his denunciation 
into the ears of the delegation. Not a 
word of Osborne’s speech was heard away 
from the platform. Raines’s speech was

The number 
opposed to Mr. Hearst or unwilling as yet 
to commit themselves to him is twelve, 
which Is more than 14 per cent. of the 
total number of Democratic editors who 


ahve put themselves on record. Of those 
who will support Mr. Hearst not a few 
indicated that they were far from satis- 
fied with the choice of the Buffalo Con- 
vention.

BRYAN OUT FOR HEARST. 


He Will Make a Good Governor 
After His Election. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Oklahoma, Sept. 27. 
—Fifteen thousand persons greeted Will- 
fam J. Bryan here to-night on his tour 
through Oklahoma. Chief Pleasant Por- 
ter of the Creek Tribe of Indians intro- 
duced Mr. Bryan. His special train 
stopped at El Reno after leaving here, 
and Mr. Bryan addressed a crowd of sev- 
eral thousand from the rear platform 
shortly before midnight. 

In speaking of the nomination of Will- 
iam R. Hearst for Governor of New 
York, Mr. Bryan said that, following the 
rule he had adopted in all State contests, 
he had shown no discrimination between 
candidates prior to the convention. 

“T am much gratified at the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Hearst,”’ he sald, “ because I 
feel that he will make not only a strong 
race, but also a good Governor after his 
election.” 


MORE HEARST MONEY IN SIGHT 


The Hughes Offerings Covered and 
Odds Shortened to 3 to 2. 


Hearst money came out in such quan- 
tities yesterday in New Street and on the 
Broad Street Curb, where most of the bet- 
ting in the financial district is placed, that 
early in the day the Hughes money was 
covered at 2 to 1 and the greater part of 
the money appearing in the afternoon was 
1 to 2 Hearst money, with Hughes money 
offered at 8 to 2. 

The largest block of Hearst money aoc- 
tually placed, as far as the Curb heard, 
went in two bets each of $5,500 against 
$10,000. W, W. Bagley, who is credited 
with having a lot of Hearst money from 
headquarters, announced that he had a 
commission’ of $10,000 to put out at 1 to 2 
and would take bets for anything from 
the whole amount down to $250 to $500. 
Cc. I. Hudson & Co. took $1,000 of this 
money and Oakleigh Vanderpoel $100. 

George B. Buchanan, an old curb broker 
now on the Stock Exchange, had $10,000 
Hughes money, of which he placed $4,000 
with Bunnell & Co. at 2 to 1. The remain- 
ing $6,000 he offered at 6to4. Gumpert & 
Buchanan put out $10,000 on Hughes to 
Winchel & Co. at 2 to 1. Winchel & Co. 
also placed a large amount of Hearst 
money in small commissions. W. W. Bag- 
ley announced in the afternoon that he 
would make one bet of $50,000 to $150,000 
that Hearst will win. 


PAPER BLAMED FOR RIOTS. 


Grand Jury Accuses Atlanta News of 
Stirring Up Race Feeling.

ATLANTA, Ga., Sept. 27.—The Fulton 
County Grand Jury to-day made the fol- 
lowing presentment: 

“Belleving that the sensational man- 
ner in which the afternoon hewspapers 
of Atlanta have presented to the people 
the news of the various criminal acts re- 
cently committed in this county has 
largely influenced the creation of the 
spirit animating the mob of last Saturday 
night; and that the editorial utterances 
of The Atlanta News for some time past 
have been calculated to create a disregard 
for the proper administration of the law 
and to promote the organization of citi- 
gens to act outside of the law in the pun- 
ishment of crime; 

“And believing further that the distri- 
bution by The Atlanta News of sensation- 
al extras on Saturday night among excit- 
ed men and boys greatly inflamed the 
crowd and promoted the formation of the 
mobs, 

“It is therefore resolved, That the sen- 
sationalism of the afternoon papers in 
the presentation of the criminal news to 
the public prior to the riots of Saturday 
night, especially in the case of The At- 
lanta News, deserves our severest con- 
demnation, and we trust that, in the in- 
terest of law and order in Fulton County, 
there may be a cessation of such jour- 
nalistic methods.” 


GET 100 IN POOLROOM RAID. 


Headquarters Directs a Surprise in 
Capt. Gallagher’s Precinct. 


Sergeant McNaught of the 
“Street Cleaning Squad" made a raid 
yesterday afternoon on a poolroom in 
Third Avenue. He did not tell Capt. Gal- 
lagher of the East 104th Street Station, 
in whose territory it was made, until just 
before he was ready to break into the 
poolroom. 

Gallagher is known as a “ Sullivan Cap- 
tain,”’ so the raid, in view of recent oc- 
currences at Buffalo, greatly interested 
all the force last night. 

McNaught appeared at the East 126th 
Street Station about 4 o’clock and asked 
for six of Inspector Smith's plain-clothes 
men. He went to the East 104th Street 
Station and got the reserves. There he 
notified Capt. Gallagher that there was 
going to be a raid. He left with the 
Captain soon after. 

Detectives Phelan and Murray went 
ahead of the raiders. They gained ad- 
mission to the poolroom and waited for 
the arrival of the others. At-an oppor- 
tune moment they shook a handkerchief 
out of the window and the raid began. 
The men under McNaught forced their 
way into the house. They rounded up 
about 100 men. They arrested seven, who 
were:

Swiss Hotel Keepers Don’t Like Bomb

houses here and at Zurich, Lucerne, and 
other cities in Switzerland announcing 
that accommodations will be refused to 
Russians. 

This arises from the recent discovery 
of a Russian bomb depot in Switzerland 
and the assassination at Interlaken of a 
Frenchman named Mueller by Mile. Leon- 
tieff, daughter of Gen. Leontieff and a 
niece of the late Gen. Trepoff, who mis- 


took her victim for M. Durnovo, the ex- 
Russian Minister of the Interior. 

The action taken by the Swiss hotel 
roprietors and others has greatly em- 
arrassed the Russian students in Swit- 
serland.

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HURRICANE IN SOUTH 
SWEEPS SEVERAL STATES 


Enormous Damage to Property 
and Rumored Loss of Life. 


PENSACOLA IS IN RUINS 


Many Places Entirely Cut Off from 
Communication by Wire — Wash- 
Outs Obstruct Railroad Traffic, 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 27.—The trop- 
ical hurricane which for twenty-four 
hours has been churning the waters of 
the Gulf of Mexico and doing enormous 
Gamage on the coast dnd far inland, is 
to-night whipping through North Ala- 
bama in a northeasterly direction at a 
velocity but slightly less than the forty- 
eight miles an hour recorded in New Or- 
leans during the day. All wire com- 
munication is seriously disarranged and 
in some instances has resulted in cutting 
off cities completely, Mobile, Ala., not 
having been heard from for nearly twen- 
ty-four hours. Numerous washouts have 
occurred, the interruption from this cause 
in one case extending thirty miles. 

Pensacola, where the maximum veloc- 
ity of wind was probably felt early this 
morning, reports a property loss of $3,- 
000,000, and sends rumors of loss of life, 
which it is impossible to confirm as the 
uncertain wire which held long enough 
to glean this information late this after. 
noon failed with the coming of night. 

Wires betweeen New Orleans and the 
Gulf are down, and it may be several 
days before anything can be heard from 
the territory between the Crescent City 
and the Gulf or from the shipping which 
is riding out the storm in the open Gulf. 

The damage to rallroads is heavy. Re- 
ports to the officials of the Louisville & 
Nashville Road from the Superintendent 
of the Mobile and Montgomery Divisions 
indicated that the losses approximate $1,- 
000,000. The tracks between Flomaton, 
Ala, and Pensacola, Fla., are obstructed 
and tn some places are badly torn up by 
falling trees. The section between Geor- 
gian and Graceville, Fla,, hag suffered 
similarly. 

The waters of Lake Pontchartrain, 
which for the past twenty-four hours have 
been five feet above normal, causing a 
serious overflow in parts of New Orleans, 
have receded appreciably. The water in 
the submerged districts has begun to drain 
off, and the wind, which veered, to the 
northwest, is driving the waters of the 
lake toward the gulf. 


PENSACOLA, Fla, Sept. 27.—It is re- 
ported that many lives between the city 
and the navy yard have been lost in the 
hurricane that began last night and is still 
raging this afternoon, but as many 
rumors of this character have been cur- 
rent all day the report does not obtain 
credence. 

The estimated property damage is three 
million dollars. Every house in Pensa- 
cola has suffered damage and many roofs 
are blown off. Telephone and telegraph 
and electric Iight wires are among the 
mass. The water front is strewn with 
wreckage for miles on either side of the 
city and vessels are piled on the wharves, 
or where the wharves once were, in utter 
ruln. Big fron steamers and many light- 
er sailing ships are lying high and dry 
up in the city where the tide has never 
before been known to reach. ‘Wharfs for 
miles around have been swept away or 
damaged beyond repair. 

The electric power was shut off at 1 
o'clock this morning. There is no street 
ear trafic and communication with the 
outside world is practically cut off. The 
streets of Pensacola are strewn with tim- 
bers, tin roofing, and broken glass. 

This dispatch, with other telegraphic 
matter, is being hurried to Flomaton, 
Ala., by the Western Union manager, who 
makes the trip by train to ascertain the 
exact extent of damage done here and 
elsewhere. It is feared great havoc and 
loss of life will be shown when reports 
from the entire section along the coast 
can be gathered. 


FEAR FOR EXPOSED TOWNS. 


New Orleans Practically Isolated— 
Passenger Steamer Missing. 


NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 27.—All efforts 
to penetrate even the edge of the flood 
caused by the hurricane on the Gulf of 
Mexico coast to the east and south of 
here have been fruitless to-night up to a 
period almost twenty-four hours after 
the receipt of the last message from the 
exposed towns. Apprehension was in- 
creased by the fact that these places, be- 
ginning at Lake Catherine, the furthest 
point east reached thus far, are much 
more exposed to the wind and water than 
the larger Gulf cities which have harbors. 

The wireless station at the mouth of the 
river was abandoned early in the storm, 
the last report being that there was 
about eight feet of water over the floor 
of the operator’s room. 

The full extent of the isolation of New 
Orleans to-day from other Gulf centres 
was apparent in a lull in business, espe- 
cially in wholesale circles. By long-dis- 
tance telephone New Orleans could reach 
only Baton Rouge and Houston, Texas, 
while the available telegraph wires ran to 
Galveston, Houston, and to Memphis. 
Railroad service north and west was un- 
interrupted. 

No news was received to-day from the 
steamer Camella, which at the beginning 
of the hurricane had crossed Lake Pont- 
chartrain and was about to land forty 
passengers at Milneberg, but was forced 
to run back without making her dock and 
to cross the lake. Nearly all the ports 
where the Camelia might have stopped 
for shelter have been cut off from com- 
munication with New Orleans to-day. 

Although the wireless telegraph station 
here managed to speak with steamers 300 
miles out in the Gulf to-day, and as far 
east as Key West, no answer was re- 
turned to calls for the wireless station at 


Pensacola. 
The steamers far out In the Gulf re-

Bensel of the Health Department 
said last night that he would give the 
matter his personal attention, and that 
he would see that none of the consign- 
ment got on the market. 

Mr. Murray condemned the chickens on 
a@ report received from Canada, from 
whence they were originally shipped. 
When he learned that the lot had escaped 
him and that it was on the way to New 
York he notified the authorities here. 


MORAN WINS NOMINATION. 


Opponents Admit Defeat and Quincy 
May Resign. 


BOSTON, Sept. 27.—In a statement is- 
sued to-day, Chairman Quincy of the Dem- 
ocratic State Committee, and Congress- 
man Sullivan, who represents the oppos!- 
tion to the nomination of District Attor- 
ney Moran for Governor, concede the 
nomination of Moran. 

“The returns from the cauouses,” they 
say, “are now sufficiently full to show 
beyond a doubt that a considerable ma- 
jority of the delegates are in favor of the 
nomination of Moran. 

“While our opinions as to the claims of 
Mr. Moran to the Democratic nomination 
and the advisability of fusion with other 
parties remain unchanged, we accept the 
verdict. The responsibility of the coming 
campaign belongs wholly to the Demo- 
crats who have advocated or acquiesced 
in the nomination of Mr. Moran, and we 
leave the field entirely to them.” 

It is understood that Quincy will resign 
as Chairman of the State Committee with- 
in a few days. 


MEXICAN “REBELS” ROUTED. 


They Had Selzed a Small Town and 
Imprisoned the Officials. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—The following 
telegram was received at the Treasury 
Department to-day from the Collector of 
Customs at Eagle Pass, Texas: 

“Yesterday about thirty bandits and 
smugglers took possession of Jiminez, a 
small town in Mexico thirty miles from 
Eagle Pass. A fight ensued with Mexican 
soldiers; several men were wounded. Sen- 
sational reports were sent the press de- 
scribing {t as a revolution, Efforts may 
be made to induce the War Department to 
send troops here. Nothing serious in the 
situation reported up to the present time.”

“Smoker” In Englewood. 


Despite the efforts of the Columbia 
University Faculty to prevent it, there 
Was a renewal of the class fights last 
night, although a student ts now lying 
in St. Luke’s Hospital as the result of the 
fight on Wednesday. Last night the 
freshman class attacked the sophomore 
class during a smoker at Fernando’s Ca- 
sino in Englewood, N. J. 

The sophomores took trolley cars for 
Englewood last night, having with them 
as captives eight or ten freshmen, They 
refused to pay the conductor of the car, 
and annoyed him until he stopped the car 
and sent for an inspector. Then the stu- 
dents paid their fare. 

They took the captive freshmen to the 
Englewood Casino and started in with 
thelr “ amusements.” The captives were 
made to work their arms, as if rowing, 
under a seltzer shower, and to do other 
things. A freshman refused to eat lim- 
burger cheese. A fight followed, which 
the freshmen won. 

Later the whole freshman class stormed 


the place. They fought their way up the 
back stairs, attacked the sophomores, and 
broke most of the furniture in the house. 

H. T. Bauchle, the sophomore who was 
hurt on Wednesday, is in a serious con- 
dition at St. Luke’s Hospital. His brain 
is injured. He was among the 1909 stu- 
dents who attacked a lot of freshmen 
after a 1910 class meeting.

Taft Likely to Appoint Himself 
Provisional Governor To-day. 


PALMA INSISTS ON RESIGNING 


Moderates Decide Not to Accept 
His Resignation, but This Will 
Not Prevent Intervention.

HAVANA, Sept. 27.—It is generally 
understood that if within the next 
twenty-four hours the warring fac- 
tions have not come to some sort of 
an errangement which gives hope that 
the present chaotic situation will soon 
end, the United States will intarvene. 
Every one believes that there is no 
chance of such an arrangement, and 
it is the general belief that to-day.ts 
the last of the independent-Ouban Re- 
public. 

The commerctal and financtal ele- 
ments are waiting eagerly for tinter 
vention. They think thet Mesars. 
Taft and Bacon have been altogether 
too patient with the politicians. 

To-day conferences, secret sessions, 
Propositions, and counterproposttions 
were reported with bewildering fre- 
quency. Ata stormy meeting this ag. 
ternoon of leading Moderates and Léb- 
erals and Gen. Menocal, representing 
the Veterans, Menocal acoused Gefior 
Dolz, President of the Senate, of acting 
unpatrotically, 

At a meeting of Moderates it was de- 
cided to attend the meeting of Congress 
to-morrow, refuse to accept President 
Palma’g resignation, appoint a com- 
mission to ask him to reconsider it, 
and then meet to-morrow evening to 
take final action. 

The question then arose, who could 
succeed Palma? Vice President Men- 
dez Capote said to-night it had been 
thought that this problem could be 
solved by the nomination, of an inde- 
pendent President, but the Moderates 
had been given to understand that 
such action would not be acceptable. 


HAVANA, Sept. 27.—The Moderate 
Party to-night decided to make a final 
effort to perpetuate the authority’ of the 
Palma administration by determining to 
reject the resignation of the President 
when it is presented to Congress to-mor- 
row. When this decision was reached 
Secretary of War Taft and Assistant Sec- 
retary of State Bacon, the American Com- 
missioners, had already concluded to in- 
tervene, but they agreed to await to-mor. 
row’s developments, as they are anxtous 
to afford every opportunity to the Cubans 
to work out their own salvation. 

President Palma steadfastly refuses 
every solicitation of his friends to with- 
draw his resignation. In the cablegram 
he sent to President Roosevelt in response 
to the final urgent message from the 
American President that he remain at the 
helm in Cuba he expressed hig warm ap- 
preciation of President Roosevelt’s ef- 
forts to obtain peace for Cuba and the 
friendship he has always shown the Cuban 
people. He referred to his own previous 
sacrifices for Cuba, which, he said, had 
not been made in vain, but said that in 


the present situation and in view of all 
that had transpired he felt that another 
sacrifice on hig part would be useless 


jand that ft was not consistent with his 


dignity and prestige to remain in office, 

Were it possible to induce President 
Palma to withdraw his resignation the 
situation would still be most diffioult 
and intervention would continue to be the 
most probable outcome. If Palma’s regig- 
nation were accepted it would then be- 
come necessary for Congress to elect a 
provisional President. Such an election 
would only be a new source of contention, 
not only between the opposing political 
parties, but probably between the oppos- 
ing factions within those parties. 

The American Commissioners will not 
brook the establishment of a provisional 
Government by the Cubans simply ag a 
means of gaining time. They hold that if 
a provisional Government is created tt 
must be by the United States. Secretaries 
Taft and Bacon would not be properly 
discharging their full duties if such a Gove 
ernment were created in any other man- 
ner. 

The American Commissioners Have IUttle 
confidence in the seriousness of the in- 
tentions of politicians who have been 
vacillating and insincere throughout these 
nine days of futile negotiations. This be- 
ing the situation, nobody is inclined to 
doubt to-night that within twenty-four 
hours Secretary Taft, by authority of the 
President of the United States, will pro- 
claim himself Provisional Governor of 
Cuba. Such a Government, however, would 
be made Cuban as far as it was possibie 
so to do by continuing the various de- 
partments under the immediate control 
of the present heads thereof. 

Mr. Taft's assumption of the Governor- 
ship will be tn his capacity as Secretary 
of War and not as Peace Commissioner. 
His programme would be consistent with 
that announced last night in that the oc- 
cupation of Cuba would be only for the 
period covering the holding of new gen- 
eral elections and the establishment of 
a new Government on a firm basis. 

Messrs. Taft and Bacon on leaving the 
American Legation this afternoon were 
asked if they considered matters to be 
in a hopeful condition. Mr. Taft replied: 

‘“‘I do not know. I cannot say.” * 

Immediate developments in the situation 
depend on the action taken by Congress 
to-morrow. It is not likely that the Lib- 





erals will attend the session, but the Mod- 
erates and the Liberal Nationalists com- 
bined expect to obtain a quorum. The 
Moderate leaders to-night expect nothing 
but intervention to-morrow, it being a 
matter of common report among. them 
that armed American forces will flock 
ashore from the warships assembled here 
even before the meeting of Congress, but 
this will not be the case unless some 
violent change in the situation makes it 
mecessary. Even should Congress carry 
out its announced intention of not accept- 
ing President Palma’s resignation, Sec- 
retary Taft will hold that a vacancy ex- 
ists unless Palma himself concludes to 
remain in office. ; 
In the meanwhile preparations for the 
landing of marines and bluejackets from 


the American warships have been fully | 


completed, and within a short time after 
Secretary Taft gives the order all ad- 
vantageous points, which already have 
been selected by naval officers, will be 
occupied by a force of at least 2,500 men. 
Such an order will not be given until 
Secretary Taft regards it as absolutely 
mecessary, but it is certain that the pres- 
ent chaotic conditions will not be allowed 
to continue for more than one day longer. 
The non-acceptance of President Palma’s 
resignation and its withdrawal will be 
Cuba’s last card. 

Gen. Frederick Funston arrived here to- 
@ay. He has gone over all the military 
plans, approved them, and familiarized 
himself with the military situation as pre- 
sented by Major Ladd, who has been here 
for a fortnight. Among the places visited 
to-day by Gen. Funston was the rebel 
camp outside of Havana. Here the Amer- 
ican General met Gens. Guerra and Del 
Castillo, and other commanders of the in- 
surgents, some of whom he knew at the 
time of the last revolution. 

The atmosphere at the palace to-night is 
fecidedly gloomy. Everybody who emerged 
from President Palma’s private office 
wore a long face. Members of the Cab- 
inet reiterated that Palma had not re- 
oeded from his determination to resign in 
epite of the persuasive arguments of his 
most intimate friends. The President 
htmself has succumbed somewhat to nerv- 
ous fatigue, and everybody regards the 
wind-up of the administration as immi- 
ment. President Palma will retire as poor 
as when he assumed the office, but all 
his friends concede that he will have the 
eatisfaction of having conscientiously and 
industriously discharged his duties in the 
face of the almost constant lack of co- 
operation on the part of Congress.

Mr. Roosevelt Intends to Start To- 
day for Provincetown. 


OYSTER BAY, N. Y., Sept. 27.—The 
President will depart before noon to-mor- 
row or a stay of nearly forty-eight hours 
with the North Atlantic Fleet off Prov- 
incetown, Mass. The yacht Mayflower, on 
which he will make the journey from Oys- 
ter Bay to the Massachusetts coast, ar- 
rived here to-night.

WARNER FOR HEARST, TOO 


Doesn’t Believe Bribery Charges— 
Philbin Thinking It Over—Little- 
ton Will Vote and Not Talk. 


Justice W. J. Gaynor, in a statement 
given out last night through the Hearst 
press bureau, came out for Hearst.

HEARST TO EXPLAIN TO-NIGHT 


Won’t Talk Now About the Contradic- 
tions In His Two Platforms. 


It was made known last night by the 
Hearst agents that Mr. Hearst will de- 
vote his speech in the Madison Square 
Garden to-night to the diverse two plat- 
forms adopted by the conventions nom- 
inating him for Governor, and supposedly 
try to explain how he cdn stand on both. 
Before then he will have nothing to say 
for publication. 

Mr. Hearst arrived in the Grand Cen- 
tral Station last night from Poughkeepsie, 
where he had addressed the crowd at the 
Dutchess County Fair. A TIMEs reporter 
asked him: 

“Mr. Hearst, will you not talk to us 
about those two. platforms?.” 

Mr. Hearst hesitated and smiled. Then 


he said: 

“‘No, I do not think I will talk at all 
until after I have delivered my speech in 
Madison Square Garden.” 

“But won’t you say which platform 
you will run on?” 

“No, I think not,’’ was the reply. 
really cannot say anything until 
to-morrow night.” 

“ Will you talk of the conflicting clauses 
in regard to Government ownership in 
the platforms when you deliver your ad- 
dress?" 

Mr. Hearst smiled again. 

“T have not even begun to write my 
speech,” he sald. ‘I cannot tell what I 
am going to say.”’ 

Later the information that most of Mr. 
Hearst’s address to-night would be de- 
voted to the two platforms was given out. 


LEAGUE TO PETITION STILL. 


So the Hearst Press Bureau Says, but 
Others Look for the End Soon. 


According to a statement made last 
night by the Hearst Press Bureau in the 
Gilsey House, the work of preparing the 
Independence League petitions for all the 
candidates ‘of the party chosen at the 
convention in Carnegie Hall will be con- 
tinued. It was said that this was Mr. 
Hearst’s ultimatum. It was the first in- 
timation that the league, although Hearst 
and Chanler are the regular nominees 
of the Democratic Party, intends to stand 


up and be counted. 
Despite this statement, which the Press 


Bureau said was made on the authority of 
Mr. Hearst, it is not generally belleved 
that the work of preparing the petitions 
will be carried on with any great show of 
vigor. It was said last night that John 
Ford, the League's candidate for Attor- 
ney General, of whom Mr. Hearst said 
that he was the only man he would trust 
to hold up his hands in Albany, would 
soon withdraw as a candidate for the 
place, and that all the rest of the League 
ticket, except Hearst and Chanler, would 
follow suit. Such action would probably 
mark the end of the League. 

Last week it was announced that at the 
meeting in Madison Square Garden to- 
night, not only Hearst and Chaniler, but 
Ford and the other nominees on the 
League ticket would speak. Since the ac- 
tion of the Buffalo Convention this has 
been changed. Last night it was said at 
Hearst headquarters that Hearst and 
Chanler would speak, but the rest of the 
speakers would be announced from the 
platform. 

This marks the first local eclipse of John 
Ford and the rest of the League candi- 
dates. At the meeting there will be music 
under the direction of Nahan Franko, con- 
ductor at the Metropolitan Opera House.

SING SING SUGGESTED ONCE 


Cartooned in Convict Dress, Too—This 
Was Last Year—Hughes Was 
Praised Meanwhile. 


A Times reporter, turning over the files 
of Mr. Hearst's newspaper, succeeded after 
a long search yesterday in extracting one 
utterance which savored of kindness to 
Charles F. Murphy, the man who is now 
the Democratic candidate’s supporter. On 
Oct. 80, 1905, The New York American 
said: 

‘You know that Murphy began poor.” 

But only two days before that, in a 
speech at Durland’s, Mr. Hearst said this: 

Murphy {s as evil a specimen of a criminal 
boss as we have had since the days of Tweed. 
Murphy is as bold a buccaneer as ever sailed 
political seas. 

Two days after the election one of Mr. 
Hearst’s newspapers, having fully dis- 
sected the character of the Tammany 
leader, added: : 

Whether or not we shall transfer C. F. Mur- 
phy from Delmontico’s to Sing Sing we do not 
know yet. 

At about the same time—ten months ago 
~+Mr. Hearst’s now ardent supporter was 
variously described, verbally and pictorial- 
ly, in the Gubernatorial candidate’s news- 
papers as “‘ The Colossus of Graft,”” “ The 
Black Hand,” and “ Bill Sykes.” 

Senator McCarren and other friends of 
the Tammany leader, many of whom are 
to-day Hearst’s loyal backers, were also 
picturesquely described and for six months 
paraded by Journal cartoonists as every- 
thing from political thugs to prominent 
members of the ‘“‘Down and Out Club.” 
The cartoon of Murphy as a thug in even- 
ing dress standing over Miss New York 
with a blackjack in his brawny fist is 
fresh in the mind of the public, as other 
newspapers have reprinted it recently. 
Mr. Murphy in convict dress was another, 
and beneath this cartoon the Hearst pa- 

| per printed: 

“Everybody wants to see you in this 
costume! ”’ 

The Evening Journal of Oct. 19, 1905, 
said: 

Mr. Murphy now will need all the campaign 
money the trusts will give him. 

The American of Nov. 4, 1905, said: 

Vote straight. Vote early, so that no man 
may cast your vote before you reach the polla, 
Then Murphy and his gang of thieves will be 
out. 

On Nov. 8, 1905, one of Mr. Hearst's 
offered—a little prematurely, perhaps—this 
consolation: “*‘Murphy’s day of power is 
ended.”” The paper added on Dec. 18: 
“Murphy, why are you not ‘in Sing 
Sing? ”’ 

Mr, Hearst has never retracted any of 
these statements about Mr. Murphy. 

Many other men who are to-day sup- 
porters of Mr. Murphy, and so presuma- 
bly of Mr. Hearst, did not escape the lat- 
ter’s fre ten months ago. The American 
of Oct. 18, 1905, said that the real source 
of crime was Murphy, and suggested that 
to ascertain who gave bail for John Krup, 
arrested for alleged election fraud, Al- 
derman Gaffney, a close friend of Mr. 
Murphy, should be examined. Another 
editorial remark was: 

Murphy owns McClellan. We take it for 
granted you know that. The Gas Trust owns 
Murphy. 

On the other hand, Mr. Hearst's present 
opponent, Charles E. Hughes, came in 
for a pleasant eulogy from the Democrat- 
ic candidate's newspapers less than a year 
ago. 

‘“*No one in New York State will ques- 


tion the excellence of the work done by 
the counsel for the people, Mr. Charles 
E. Hughes,”" said The American of Dec. 
80, referring to the insurance investiga- 
tion. “‘He has drawn from the manage- 
ment of the companies. under litigation 
admissions which have damned them in 
the eyes of the public. 

‘He has done perhaps everything that 
could be done during the time at his dis- 
posal. If there should be no extension of 
time, Mr. Hughes can retire with the per- 
fect certainty that his work has had the 
approval and aroused the commendation 
of the people.”

Norman E, Mack’s Buffalo Times 
Comes Out in Nominee’s Support.

BUFFALO, Sept. 27.—The Buffalo 
Times, Norman E. Mack's paper, says 
to-day editorially on the nomination of 
William Randolph Hearst:

EXODUS OF NEW YORKERS. 


Visitors Made Things Lively at 
Hotels, but Paid for Their Fun.

BUFFALO, Sept. 27.—While the ma- 
jority of the delegates to the Democratic 
State Convention left Buffalo early to- 
day, there ts still a big crowd of New 

Yorkers here. 

The Tammany men got away early. 
“Big Tim” Sullivan's ‘followers went 
home the way they came, over the Erie 
Road; the first section of their train left 
| Buffalo at 8:30 o’clock. On board this 
train was “ Battery Dan” Finn's con- 
tingent from the First Assembly District 
and ‘‘Tom” Foley's delegates and friends 
from the Second District. Florrie Sul- 
livan and his delegates from ‘* De Ate” 
were also on board this train, with the 
delegates from the Third, Fourth, Fifth, 
and Tenth Districts. Before going aboard 
the train Coroner Julius Harburger stood 
on the station platform and made a 
speech to Buffalo. Three car brakemen 
and several express employes listened at- 
tentively to the little Coroner, who in- 
vited Buffalo to come to New York and 
see the Bowery, 

The McManus and his crowd got away 
on the Lehigh at 10:30 o'clock, the mother 
of The McManus being a member of the 
party. She was cheered by a crowd of 
women when she boarded the train, and, 
standing on the platform, shouted back:

To Run for Congress In Fourth and 
Eighth Jersey Districts. 


Henry J. Gottlob was nominated as a 
candidate for Congress in the Eighth New 
Jersey District in Newark yesterday. R. 
Wayne Parker was nominated to succeed 
himself in the Fourth Congressional Dis- 
trict, which includes a part of Newark, 
Orange, Bloomfield, Montclair, West 
Orange, Glen Ridge, Verona, Essex Fells, 
Caldwell, Livingston, Bellevule, and Nut- 
ley.

CANNOT EMBARRASS HEARST. 


Says He'll Express His Opinions 
Though a Nominee on Every Ticket. 


Special to The New York Times. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Sept. 27.— 
Willlam R. Hearst, accompanied by his 
wife, came to Poughkeepsie to-day to at- 
tend the Dutchess County Fair. He made 
the engagement before he was nominated 
for Governor, and was expected to make 
a speech, 

Mr. and Mrs. Hearst were met by a Re- 
ception Committee of the Independence 
League. As their carriages moved up 
Main Street the occupants were mildly 
cheered. At Main and South Clover 
Streets a delegation from the Second 
Ward Democratic Club met them with a 
white flag on which were words of wel- 
come. 

The party was driven to the Nelson 
House, where Lewis 8S. Chanler had ar- 
rived two or three hours before and was 
waiting to meet his running mate, Mr. 
Hearst and Mr. Chanler had a long talk 
after Mr, Chanler had been introduced to 
Mrs. Hearst. 

One of Mr. Hearst's secretaries an- 
nounced that Mr. Hearst, if he spoke at 
all at the fair, would use the same speech 
he had delivered at the Oneida County 
Fair yesterday. One of his admirers, who 
had been talking with Mr. Chanler, ex- 
plained that Mr. Hearst was not sure of 
his new bearings, and that the speech 
that had been prepared while he was 
merely the nominee of the Independence 
League would not do when he was also 
the nominee of the Democratic Party, 
particularly as he had not been formally 
notified of his nomination. 

Mr. Chanler was in favor of Mr. Hearst 
not speaking at all, but pressure from 
the committee decided him to say some- 
thing. A stenographer started to work on 
a new speech, but presently the idea was 
discarded and the Oneida County speech 
was decided upon. 

The Reception Committee, composed of 
members of thé Independence League, 
labor men, and Democrats, rode behind 
Mr. and Mrs. Hearst and Mr. Chanler. 
About 4,000 persons gathered to hear Mr. 
Hearst and Mr. Chanler. Mr. Chanler 
delivered a mild address and checked him- 
self frequently, explaining that he feared 
he might embarrass Mr. Hearst. 

“My friend need not have feared say- 
ing anything that would embarrass me,” 


said Mr. Hearst when he arose, “If I 
were the nominee on every ticket and of 
every party, I would not allow it to em- 
barrass me in expressing my honest opin- 
ion of existing conditions.” 

Then Mr. Hearst delivered the Onelda 
County speech, repeating it almost word 
for word. 

The party returned to the Nelson House, 
spent a few minutes there, and started for 
New York by the 4:50 train. The Hearst 
managers at the Gilsey House did not ex- 
pect to see him until 10 or 11 o'clock last 
night, and he arrived three hours earlier,

MURDERESS ESCAPES 
FROM ASYLUM IN AUTO 


Girl Who Killed Her Mother Aided 
in Flight from Pittsburg. 


SAY SUITOR WAS WAITING 


All Trace of Bertha Beilstein Lost, but 
Boats Here Are Watched for 
the Fugitive. 


Special to The New York Times, 

PITTSBURG, Penn., Sept. 27.—Bertha 
Beilstein, who for the last seven years 
has been an inmate of the Western Penn- 
sylvania Asylum for the Insane at Dix- 
mont, escaped from the institution on 
Sunday night, and has not been captured. 

It is believed that an attempt will be 
made to take the woman out of the coun- 
try, and Dr. Henry A. Hutchinson, the 
Superintendent of the asylum, went to 
New York on Monday to see that all the 
steamers leaving that port were watched. 
It is evident that the woman had accom- 
plices both inside and outside the asylum. 

For a week, the girl had been in re- 
markably good spirits. On Suday eve- 
ning she chatted with the other inmates 
until after 10 o'clock, then went tu her 
room with a nurse. As soon as she was 
inside her room, she sent the nurse to the 


most distant end of the hall on some triv- 
jal errand. 

The nurse was gone about three min- 
utes. When she returned, she found that 
the room was empty and the window 
open. 

rhe bars of the window had been pre- 
viously sawed, and only a touch was re- 
quired to push them aside. When the 
nurse reached the open window Bertha 
Beilstein was almost at the bottom of the 
fire escape. There a big automobile was 
waiting. Two men were in it, and the 
woman was placed in the automobile and 
hurried away. 

The nurse alarmed the attendants, but 
the automobile was already out of sight. 
Guards traced the machine for some dis- 
tance in the direction of this city, but 
the tracks were soon lost. The authori- 
ties believe that the escape wag effected 
by a former sweetheart of the girl, who 
was in the automobile, and that somebody 
on the inside of the asylum was working 
with him. 

Bertha Beilstein ts 28 years old, and wag 
just 21 when she killed her mother. On 
the night before the murder she entered 
her mother’s room and kissed her in an 
afféctionate manner. About 8 o’clock in 
the morning the household was startled 
by several pistol shots fired in rapid suc- 
cession. 

Mrs. Bellstein was found lying dead in 
bed with a revolver bullet through her 
head, while the daugnier was lying on 
the floor with a smoking revolver in her 
hand. She had fired two shots into her 
own body. One of them entered her 
head and the other her breast. The moth- 
er had been shot while she slept and 
It was apparent that the 
girl was insane, and physicians declared 
that she had become so within a few 
hours. 

After recovering from her wounds the 
woman was tried for the murder of her 
mother. She did not deny that she had 
killed her, but said she was forced to do 
so. She was declared by the jury to be 
irresponsible, and was sent to Dixmont, 

Soon after her trial, an uncle of the 
young woman killed himself, and a few 
days later one of her brothers went to 
the cemetery and shot himself to death 
over the grave of his murdered mother. 

Several weeks ago the woman wrote 4 
letter to the Police Department and de- 

anded her release, saying that she had 

mn cured and that she was sane. The 
authorities assert that her mind has be- 
come more diseased in recent years, and 
that she will never be cured.

Sutton Resigns, Saying His Con- 
victions Compel Him.

REFUSED TO ELECTIONEER 


| Asks Why the McCurdy Men Strive So 
Hard for Re-election If They Have 
No Unfitting Motive. 





Edward O. Sutton, manager for the 
Mutual Life Insurance Company in 
| Springfield, Mass., and adjacent territory, 
| was called before President Peabody the 
| other day and questioned about his re- 
fusal to pledge his support to the admin- 


| tstration's ticket for Trustees. Mr. Sut- 
;}ton had taken the stand that it wasn’t 


| proper for him to make any such pledge 
jor to do the work demanded in the pledge 
which was submitted to all the com- 
pany’s agents. Mr. Peabody arranged to 
see Mr. Sutton again to-day. 

Meanwhile the Mutual’s Agency Com- 
| mittee backed President Peabody up in 
his attitude that strict measures, namely, 
| the dismissal of agents who were not en- 
|}thusiastic enough to sign the pledge, 


were necessary. It was said yesterday 
afternoon that the cancellation of Mr. 
Sutton’s contract had been decided on 
| regardless of his appointment to see Mr. 
Peabody again. 

Mr. Sutton forestalled his dismissal yes- 
terday by resigning. His.letter of resig- 
nation was sent to the newspapers last 
night, It reads thus: 

Mr. C. A. Peabody, President the Mutua) Life 
Insurance Companyt 

Dear Sir: Referring to your telegram of the 
20th, In which you state that all persons con- 
nected with this company are called upon to 
sustain the administration ticket of nominees 
| for the Board of Trustees wholly and unreger- 
vedly, and your statement in our interview of 
the 25th that it !s mandatory upon managers to 
electioneer for the administration ticket active- 
ly and positively, I feel compelled to inform you 
that such a course is not in harmony with my 
convictions as to the interests of the company 
nor my ideal of the position of manager nor my 
conception of my rights as a policy holder nor 
my understanding of an honest election by pol- 
icy holders of Trustees to care for their prop- 
erty. 

Re-election of those Trustees who served with 
Mr. McCurdy now in nomination, mainly by 
force of subordinates — in fear of dismissal 
! from their positions, would harm the company 
more in my opinion than all that has gone be- 
fore under their administration. A manager 
| paid with policy holders’ money to get business 
for the company would belittle himself to use

BOY KILLED BONNEVILLE. 


Feller Shot Him from Window When 
He Invaded His Home. 


HUDSON, N. Y., Sept. 27.—Clifford 
Bonneville of Linlithgo died to-day from 
wounds from a gun fired by A. J. Foster 
Feller, a fifteen-year-old son of Deputy 
Sheriff John H. Feller. 

Bonneville’s wife and five children left 
their home on Monday and sought refuge 
at Feller’s house. Bonneville went to 
New York on the same day, and did not 
return until last night. He obtained two 
revolvers at his house, visited Feller's 
home, and pounded on the door. Then he} 
went away, but returned to the house 
later and fired a bullet through the door, 

Foster Feller told him to go away. 


Bonneville pointed a _ revolver at the| 
youth, he says, and Feller fired the con- 
tents of a shotgun at Bonneville, wound- 
ing him. Young Feller was brought to 
Hudson by his father and placed in the 
custody of the Sheriff. 

Bonneville went to Linlithgo two vears 
ago from New Rochelle. He was 45 years 
old. Bonneville discovered the commer-| 
cial value of the cement rock in this 
neighborhood, bought several farms son 
here, and sold them to cement companies, 
realizing large profits.

Controller Declares It’s Direc- 
tors’ Business to Prevent Looting 


REFORMS ARE SUGGESTED 


He Tells Pennsylvania Bankers They 
Should Hire Auditors and Inspect 
Assets Independently of Officers. 


PHILADELPHIA, Sept. 27.—Controller 
of the Currency Ridgely, in an address 
before the Pennsylvania Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation to-day, said that the Directors uf 
banks should be held more strictly re- 


| sponsible for the failures of such institu- 


tions, and suggested a series of reforms 
to safeguard the interests of the depos- 
itors. He sald: 

“ Except from very rare and exceptional 
causes, such as sudden panics or runs 
due to false rumors, there is never any 
reasonable excuse for the failure of a 
bank or trust company. It is almost al- 
ways the result of inexcusable folly and 
incompetence or dishonesty and fraud, 
and often due to all of these combined. 
When a bank does fail, it is the fault of 
the Board of Directors. Many others may 
be to blame, perhaps more than the Di- 
rectors, but the final responsibility of | 
bank management rests upon the Direct- 
ors, and they are to blame—that 1!s, the | 
whole board as a board and the eniene 
ag individuals. | 

“There are still too many cases where | 
the Directors content themselves with | 
choosing officers whom they believe to! 
be honest and competent and leaving | 
everything to them. The weakness and! 
shame of American banking {s that more | 
often than it should happen there are} 
scandalous failures of banks which have | 
been robbed and looted by officers who| 
had so gained the confidence of their | 
shareholders and Directors as to be given | 
absolute control of the business, with 
little or no supervision, check, or exam- | 
ination on the part of the Directors, 

“There is no excuse for such a robbery 
of a bank. It cannot happen where the/ 
Directors are honest and doing their duty. 
It is no answer for the Directors to say | 
they had confidence in their officers and | 
did not know the real condition of the | 
bank. It is their business and their | 
sworn duty to know the condition and to | 
prevent such stealing. | 

“For probably the same reason that 
we all think all men are mortal but our- | 
selves, bank Directors are apt to believe | 
their bank and Its officers are exceptions 
to the rule and to feel such absolute con- | 
fidence in them as to allow them to con- | 
tinue to run the bank’s business as they | 
always have done, without close super-| 
vision and with little or no ee 
examination. 

“Your men may be all you think them. 
Most of them are, but you who are both 
morally and legally responsible cannot 
afford to take the chances without do- | 
ing your duty and adopting all reasonable | 
measures to protect those who have the| 
right to look to you for protection and to 
safeguard as weil your own property and 
reputation, 

“It Is not good business or good bank- | 
ing to have men on the Board of Direct- ! 
ors whose interest lies in borrowing from | 
the bank more than they should prudent- 
ly or can legally loan, or who would, un- 
der any circumstances, be tempted to! 
risk large sums of the money of the bank | 
to protect their own interests. rather 
than those of the bank. No man who/ 
would accept a place on a bank board/ 
under such circumstances can be a proper 
member of it.”’

MRS. HALLIDAY, INSANE, 
STABS NURSE 200 TIMES 


Locks Her in Matteawan Room 
and Kills Her with Scissors. 


RESENTED HER DEPARTURE 


She Had Threatened to Kill Miss 
Wickes If the Latter Left the 
State Hospital. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MATTEAWAN, N. Y., Sept. 27.—Miss 
Nellie Wickes, an attendant at the Mat- 
teawan State Hospital for the Criminal 
Insane, was stabbed to death this morn- 
ing by Mrs. Lizzie Halliday, a murderess, 
who was an inmate of the institution. 

About 8 o'clock this morning Miss 
Wickes had occasion to go into the lava- 
fory adjoining the ward in which Mrs. 
Halliday was a prisoner. Mrs. Halliday 
followed her into the room and attacked 
her from behind and knocked her down. 
While Miss Wickes was prostrate on the 
floor Mrs. Halliday took the keys from 
her and locked the door, leaving the keys 
in the hole so that the door could not be 
unlocked from the outside. 

Mrs. Halliday then took the shears that 
were attached to Miss Wickes’s belt and 
stabbed the girl repeatedly, making over 
200 wounds in Miss Wickes’s neck, face, 
and breast. 

Miss Wickes's screams brought the 
other attendants to the room and they 
forced the door and overpowered the in- 
Sane woman after a hard fight. Miss 
Wickes was unconscious and bleeding to 
death. The physicians and attendants! 
did everything that was possible for her, 
but she died two hours later. 

Mrs. Halliday’s opposition to Miss 
Wickes’s impending departure from the 
hospital was the motive that prompted 
her to kill the nurse. Miss Wickes came 
to the hospital from Long Island about a 
yearago. Last January she was appoint- 
ed the head attendant of the ward in 
which Mrs. Halliday was a prisoner. 

Recently Miss Wickes decided to leave 
the institution and take up a course of 
| study to become a trained nurse. She 
} intended to make the change on Oct. 1. 
|Mrs. Halliday threatened to kill the 
young woman !f the latter attempted to 
leave. She had attacked other attend- 
ants several times and had made so many 
idle threats that no attention was paid 
to her words. Miss Wickes pretended to 
humor her and continued her prepara- 
tions to leave. 

This is the fifth murder by Mrs. Halll- 
| day in fifteen years. In 1892 she killed her 
| husband, Paul Halliday, and murdered his 

son. Several weeks later she killed Mrs. 
Margaret McQuillin and her daughter, in- 
ducing them to go to her home at Bur- 
lingham, in Sullivan County, and conceal- 
ing their bodies under the floor. For two 
years she had been considered a model 
“vo at the hospital.

SPRINT SPECIAL RACE OFF. 


Roseben-Lady Amelia Contest Prevent- 
ed by Rain and Heavy Track. 


After a week of preparation and expectation, 
| the special race for sprinters, arranged to bring 
| about a meeting between the fast horses Rose- 
| ben and Lady Amelia, was declared off nearly 
| two hours before the time set for the running 
of the first race at the Gravesend course yes- 
terday. The conditions of the race, framed 
for the express purpose of securing a race be- 
tween best sprinters of the season, were 
; 830 well understood by the racegoing public that 
patrons of the turf looked for the abandonment 
of the race when the rain began in the morn- 
jing, and there was no real disappointment 
| when the notice that the race had been declared 
off at 1 o'clock was posted at the race course. 

The offer of the special race served to 
cause a marked increase in the midweek at- 
tendance, many persons going to the track in 
|} the hope that the rain might have passed 
around the race track or that the owners of 
the horses would wish to run anyhow, though 
it was known that a fast track had been stip- 
ulated when Lady Amelia was entered. When 
the weather conditions made it apparent that 
the race would not be run the idea of renewing 
the special race for Saturday was suggested, 
but the restricted terms under which the own- 
| ers of the two horses are willing to start them 
| prevented any offer of a renewal being made 
by P. J. Dwyer, President of the Brooklyn 
Jockey Club. It then was suggested that an-

There have been a great number of points of 
difference in the interpretation of the new rules 
to arise since the careful painstaking study of 
the rules began, and all these are to be brought 
up and studied and decided. 

It is interesting to know that the movement 
to secure the appointment of officials from a 
certified list of known competent men has met 
with the greatest favor everywhere. In the 
Middle States, for tance, the schedules of 
Princeton, Pennsylvania, West Point, Annap- 
olis, Cornell, and other leading colleges have 
been placed in the harids of the sectional 
board, with instructions and authority to ap- 
point men to serve in all their games. 

It is also stated that the criticism of the new 
rules that has come to the committee, while 
divided, has been generally favorable, and there 
has been no suggestion to reach them urging 
the necessity of further wholesale revision.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Sept. 27.—Harvard un- 
dergraduates are agitated to-day over the ar- 
nouncement of an order to the managers of the 
various Crimson teams prohibiting them from 
arranging any intercollegiate contests of any 
character whatever after Dec. 1 of this year. 
The meaning of the order is not understood, 
unless it foreshadows the withdrawal of Har- 
vard from intercollegiate athletics. Such an 
eventuality is not regarded as at all beyond 
the pale of possibility in view of President 
Eliot’s known antagonism to the growing im- 
portance attached to such contests. 

The order it appears was promulgated last 
May, but at the time it was understood as re- 
ferring only to football, which was then in @ 
very uncertain state. No concern was felt re- 
garding it, especially when express permission 
was granted to arrange games for this Fall. 
Whoen, however, the usual practice of issuing 
geason tickets to members of the Harvard 
Athletic Association, tickets which admit them 
to all contests on Soldiers’ Field during the 
year, was to be followed, it was learned that 
tickets could only be issued for the games al- 
ready arranged. This appeared to indicate 
that there might not be any baseball or track 
contests in the Spring, and the Harvard un- 
dergraduates, learning of the prohibition, were 
greatly wrought up over the possibility. 

Following up this line, it was found that 
actually no games had been scheduled or nego- 
tiated by the baseball or track team, and that 
arrangements for any races of the crew were 
educated, | not completed. It is usual at this time to 
| have lines laid for these sports, even if actual 
| contracts have not been signed, and the failure 
to go that far this year is inexplicable. Ne 
explanation is forthcoming of the facts, save 
that the Faculty and Overseers have not yet 
granted permission to proceed.

CITIES AND FRANCHISES. 


League of Municipalities Discusses the 
Subject—Toronto’s Plan. | 


CHICAGO, Sept. 27*~At to-day’s session | 
of the League of Ameri¢an Municipalities | 
Harry P, Nichols, Assistant Engineer in| 
charge of the Bureau of Franchises, New 
York, spoke on “‘ Franchise Conditions in 
the City of New York.”’ He expressed 
the view that a maximum rate should be 
fixed by the terms of the. franchise; that 
the compensation for a franchise should 
be an initial sum upon obtaining the} 
franchise and an annual sum based pref- 
erably upon a percentage of the gross re- | 
ceipts with fixed minimums, and that, 
franchises should be so drawn that the | 
largest measure of control should be re- 
served to the local authorities. 

John H. Head of Boston, former Presi- 
dent of the league, in discussing Mr. 
Nichols’s paper, said: ‘* No license should 
be given by any city unles it reserved the 
right to purchase any property so licensed 
after giving fair warning and at a fair 
face value of the same.” 

Mayor Coatsworth of Toronto was un- 
able to be present, but his paper on “ The 
Municipalization of Street Railways in 
Toronto ’’ was read by another delegate. 

“It may be roughly estimated,’’ wrote 
the Mayor, ‘that the situation between 
the city and the company is that of land- 
lord and tenant. The city has leased out 
for thirty years from 1891 to the company 
the exclusive right for the street railway 
traffic in Toronto on terms and conditions 
specified, and the charter is not neces- 
sarily renewable. 

“The provision is that the company 


shall pay to the city yearly $800 per mile 
of single track and $1,600 per mile of 
double track, and also a percentage of the 
— receipts. The growth of revenue 

as been steady, the percentage every 
year mounting up. There have been many 
disputes with the company, and elghty- 
four lawsuits instituted on one side. But 
the disputes and difficulties did not pre- 
vent the city from securing from the 
company good service."’

A DIFFICULT TASK IN CUBA. 
The incredible folly and carelessness 
of President PALMA and the officers of 


|his Administration not only makes 


more difficult Secretary Tarrt’s task of 
restoring peace, but raises anew and in 
a graver form doubts already existing 
as to the capacity of the Cuban people 
for self-government. For the officers 
of an Administration to threaten to de- 
sert their posts and leave their country 


without any Government at all is some- 
| thing unheard of in the history of se- 


rious nations. That decision was re- 
considered, but the situation has not 
been much helped. It is still doubtful 
whether any satisfactory action will be 
taken by the Cuban Congress at its 
meeting to-day, or whether President 
PaLMA and his associates can be 
brought to make such reasonable con- 
cessions as would be met by the Liber- 
als. The uttering of threats to destroy 
the property of foreigners in order to 
compel our immediate intervention as 
the only means of forestalling interven- 
tion from some other quarter affords 
us a measure of the unsteadiness and 
irresponsibility of the Cuban mind. 

Americans will devoutly hope that 
Mr. Tart may still be able to arrange a 
reconciliation. If not, there can be no 
doubt that he will act at once and 
firmly, establishing American author- 
ity over the island. The President, we 
should suppose, would be most reluc- 
tant to assemble Congress in special 
session. The step ought not to be ta- 
ken save under imperative necessity. 
Probably the Platt amendment, which 
is the law of this land as well as of 
Cuba, would authorize the President to 
take the necessary measures to estab- 
lish civil order in Cuba. The Constitu- 
tion empowers him to execute the laws, 
but of course he can employ only such 
measures as the Constitution and the 
laws empower him to adopt. He can- 
not declare war—that is the exclusive 
right of Congress—but the military po- 
licing of Cuba is not war. Presidents 
may employ the land and sea forces 
for the execution of the laws without 
the specific authority of Congress, In- 
tervention in Cuba would be costly, 
however, and it may be that appropri- 
ations will be required at once. We 
are not forbidden to hope that Mr. 
Tart will bring the warring factions 
together in some adjustment that will 
preclude the necessity of our interfer- 
ence with any considerable force.

ployed.” This being so the question 
arises whether business should be re- 
duced to the measure of the facilities, 
or whether the facilities should be in- 
creased to the proportions of the legiti- 
mate demand. Other nations increase 
facilities; we reduce business. Our 
procrustean custom is to lHquidate se- 
curities and move the crops by con- 
traction of bank reserves. There are 
those who think this is correct and 
conservative. We think it fis a pity to 
lose the opportunity of remarking that 
the Treasury has absorbed the reserve 
money the banks have lost, and is car- 
rying unusually large balances at a 
time of exceptionally small justifica- 
tion for that course. Why should the 
Treasury carry unusually large cash 
holdings simultaneously with swollen 
bank deposits? On Sept. 1 the Treasury 
had an available cash balance of $190,- 
273,521 and bank deposits of $97,191,- 
881. Simultaneously receipts are run- 
ning generously ahead of last year. 
How can any banker’s prudence reg- 
ulate this starving of the money mar- 
ket by the Treasury, and why should 
bankers or even speculators be blamed 
for the working of a flagrantly bad 
monetary system? This is misdirection 
of the counsel which should be directed 
Nevertheless, the banking 
figures are highly cautionary.

INDORSED, NOT NOMINATED. 

The Democratic Party at Buffalo, defy- 
ing the “interests” and throwing off 
their yoke, has declared for WILLIAM 
RANDOLPH HEARST, the candidate for Gov- 
ernor of the Independence League.—From 
Mr. Hearst’s American of yesterday.

SAN FRANCISCO INSURANCE QUES- 
TIONS. 

The German insurance company 
which declined to pay its San Fran- 
cisco losses because its policies ought 
to have contained a clause exempting 
earthquake damages has found a fair 
counterpart in an American claimant 
who demands payment of his losses, 
notwithstanding that his policy con- 
tained the earthquake clause unawares 
to him. In this case the Palatine In- 
surance Company of England is defend- 
ant, and the plaintiff, Trevis, asserts 
that as a member of the Board of Fire 
Underwriters of the Pacific the Pala- 
tine did business upon the tacit repre- 
| sentation that its policies Were as good 
as‘any other member’s. Acting upon 
this belief, the plaintiff accepted a pol- 
icy at the reglar rate, only learning 
afterward that the Palatine is one of 
fifteen companies which provide poll- 
with an earthquake exemption 
clause, while 100 companies provide 
policies without such a clause.

The vic- 
tory was a hollow one, for 126 attach- 
| ments were returned unsatisfied, and it 
remains to be seen what view the Ger- 
man courts will take when the case is 
tried again across the ocean. 





| “ LABOR’S POLITICAL DEMANDS.” 

Mr. Gomprrs’s campaign textbook 
| gives further evidence that he thinks 
there is something exceptional in the 
position of the small minority of all la- 
borers who belong to his unions. Laws 
and department rules which control all 
other citizens are regarded as hard- 
ships when applied to them, and they 
propose to antagonize all who differ 
with them. For example, the textbook 
says: 

Recently the President issued an order 
forbidding any and all Government em- 
| ployés upon the pain of instant dismissal 
from the Government service to petition 
Congress for any redress of grievances 
or for any improvement in their condi- 


tion. Thus the Constitutional right of cit- 
izens to petition must be surrendered by 


the Government employé in order that he 
may obtain or retain his employment. 


Upon this Mr. Gomprers has already 
had his answer, and can only get repe- 


titions of it the oftener he raises the | 


issue. There is an end of all discipline 
if any class of Government employés— 


army or navy men, clerks or laborers! 


or scrubwomen—ate to go over the 
heads of their superiors and raise per- 
sonal questions with those in high 
place. There is no possible question of 
loss of Constitutional privilege in pro- 
tection of Congressmen and Secretaries 
from importunities upon personal mat- 
ters. If any dissatisfied trades union- 
ist cannot interest his immediate su- 
perior in his hard case he has his al- 
ternative in withdrawal from engage- 
ments unsatisfactory to him. Any pal- 
tering with this issue is likely to call 
attention to something far more im- 
portant than questions of hours or 
wages. There is no more unpleasant 
aspect of labor in politics than the an- 
tagonism of public employment with 
trades union dictation. We have had 
instances of it in the Public Printing 
Office and in the navy yards, and we 
are likely to have more if Mr. GoMPERS 
has his way. He should not be al- 
lowed to persuade his followers, or sym- 
pathizers with labor’s fair demands, 
that there is any hardship or any de- 
nial of political right or privilege in 
subjecting unionists to rules equally 
proper when applied to them or to 
others. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


Every member of the 
commuting tribe who 
daily makes the Pass- 
age Dolorous from the 
country to the Grand 
Central Station and back again will echo 
the wail about a demoralig®d service that 
sounded from one of the letters we print- 
ed yesterday. Whether ‘“ demoralized” 
or not, the service has been abominably 
bad of late. Sometimes there has been 
the excuse of an engine off the track or 
of particularly heavy travel on account 
of @ holiday, and then the travelers have 
endured their woes with comparative pa- 
tience, but usually they have been unable 
to learn the cause of delay, except as they 
could deduce it from vague references to 
‘the improvements,” and that inability is 
the cause of their keenest pain. 

And not infrequently the commuters 
have suffered worse than delay. Wednes- 
day evening, for instance, the 11:32 New 
Haven train started out on time, and 
therefore ma@* a fine contribution to “ the 
schedule,” but only to reach the centre of 
one of the side tunnels, where it remained 
for exactly one hour and eleven minutes 
by many a watch. And that was pretty 
serious business, for during all that end- 
less time the imprisoned and helpless pas- 
sengers breathed concentrated sulphur 
fumes instead of air and went through 
most of the horrors incidental to 
asphyxiation. At least one man fainted 
dead away and hadsto be laid out In the 
middle of the aisle until revived by dashes 
of ice water, while dozens of others 
escaped the same fate by the narrowest 
of margins. The explanation given—to a 
few determined questioners—was that the 
engine of the train ahead had broken 
down and that of the following train had 
to be detached to push the forward train 
out of the tunnel, returning later for its 
own cars. Why the second train had not 
been backed into the yard again before 
this work of rescue was undertaken, or 
why, as an alternative, a yard engine had 
not been sent in to pull {t back, was not 
revealed, yet either course wou]d seem to 
the layman to have been simple and easy. 
If it wasn’t, why didn’t somebody in au- 
thority say so and calm the resentment 
and irritation that were as hard to bear 
as the coal gases? 

Of course the station manager and his 
subordinates have a difficult task to per- 
form, and perhaps, or presumably, they 
do their best, but for the extreme badness 
of that best somebody, somewhere, is to 
blame and the traveling—and paying— 
public is certainly receivimg treatment 
which it is no exaggeration to call out- 
rageous.

desired, but there is such a thing as ex- 
cessive speed, and sometimes the sus- 
picious see in haste of this sort a device 
to prevent disclosures that are not neces- 
sarily undesirable because they happen 
to be undesired. We have no reason for 
believing that the “record time’’ made 
in sending the bank wrecker STENSLAND 
to the penitentiary involved anything of 
the reprehensible, and yet we cannot es- 
cape the feeling that hustling him off to 
Joliet in such short order gave some 
pain to Justice, as distinguished from 
“‘justice,”” and that he could have been 
well utilized in Chicago for several weeks 
to come. 

The man had many things to say, and 
he was willing to talk. In the crimes he 
committed he had many accomplices, 
some active and sharing his booty and 
others not less guilty, though in a dif- 
ferent way, through their neglect to per- 
form their voluntarily assumed duties as 
the custodians of money not their own. 
In regard to all this STENSLAND would 
have been, if not exactly a good witness, 
at least a most useful one, and to hurry 
him off to prison as soon as he had for- 
mally confessed his guilt of two charges, 
one a trivial one, was a rather disquieting 
spectacle. 

It is to be assumed, naturally, that Chi- 
cago’s public prosecutor has the public 
interests at heart and has secured from 
the bank wrecker all the information he 
possessed, *but the necessity for secrecy is 
not apparent. And then there fs the sen- 
tence itself—imprisonment that may ex- 
tend to ten years and may be shortened 
to two. Such a sentence is not calculated 
to remove the somewhat general impres- 
sion that it is safer to steal a lot of 
money than to take a few dollars or a set 
of silverware. Many a burglar is “ sent 
up’ for twenty years, with no commuta- 
tion except for good behavior, though his 
crime is the infliction of a small loss upon 
one or a few persons, instead of bring- 
ing ruin to hundreds and serious depriva- 
tion to thousands, as STENSLAND did. Of 
course, there is a moral as well as a legal 
difference between theft and embezzle- 
ment, but it is a rather delicate one in 
many cases, and in some of them it does 
seem as if the crime held less heinous 
were the greater.

The Corporation Commissioner 
Speaks at New York University. 


TELLS OF BUSINESS ABUSES 


The Systematic Investigation of Cor 
porations He Tells Students Has 
Led to Great Reforms. 


James R. Garfield, United States Com- 
missioner of Corporations, addressing the 
School of Commerce, Accounts, and Fi- 
fMance of the New York University at the 
opening exercises, held in the University 
Building last night, declared that public- 
ity is the only cure for many of the 
abuses that have crept into the manage- 
ment of corporations and that unfair 
competition can only be corrected by the 
educated business man with a conscience 
which discriminates between right and 
wrong for him. 

Chancellor MacCracken introduced Mr. 
Garfield as a member of the Order of} 
Nimrods. He said that in reading the 
Bible he had found Nimrod described as 
a “mighty hunter before God.’ He char- | 
acterized Mr. Garfield as a Nimrod who 
hunts corporations. 

“The present goal 
acquisition of wealth,’’ Mr. Garfield said. 
* Money is the measure of success. On 
the one hand it is a fair measure; on the | 
Other it is not. If success means the} 
mere piling up of wealth by questionable 
methods, it is abhorrent. If it means tho| 
record of a man who gains and does so 
honorably, it is a worthy goal to place} 
before one at the opening of a life’s work. 

“This greed for gold has worked great | 
injury to mankind. It has started a wild 
desire for speculation. Men think that 
by a trick they can acquire in the twin- 
kling of an eye what is only acquired by | 
honest labor. There is a commercial con- | 
science which throws aside all ideals ex- 
cept the acquisition of wealth. It calls 
trickery ability, scoffs at common hon- 
esty, and teaches that all things and all 
men have their price and can be bought 
Men recently have come to distrust this 
commercial conscience. They are asking, | 
*Are business methods the best meth- 
ods? Have business men ideals 7” The 
educated man alone can correct this mis- | 
taken conscience. . 

“The systematic investigation of cor- 
Porations has led to great reforms. Lead- |} 
ers of business are not insensible to pub- 
Ne opinion. The bank Director would not | 
appropriate the depositors’ funds, the 
railroud manager would not grant rebates | 
if he knew that his acts would be made 
public the next day. It is often argued 
that publicity of corporate affairs is an |} 
invasion of individual rights. This is/ 
not so. When we find out what men 
have been doing as a corporation it is no 
invasion of individual rights. Secrecy in 
the affairs of a corporation, we have} 
come to learn, simply means that some- | 


thing that should be known is being 
idden. 

“There is a great 
the corporation and the individual. The 
corporation is a creature of the State; 
hence it should be controlled by the State. 
We can only know a corporation through 
fts records. We learn to know an indi- 
vidual by his daily acts and his remarks. | 
We know that the business of a corpora- | 
tion is better done when its records are 
open. When they are closed the actual | 
value of corporation property may be| 
eoncealed so that the value or the stock} 
can be raised; the assets may be hidden 
to obtain exemption from taxation; debts 
may be concealed to give the corporation | 
@ prosperous appearance, and other per- 
nicious things may be done. | 

“Another of the questions which the| 
business man of the future must face is 
that of fair and unfair competition. The 
educated man should demand fair com- 
petition. Competition brings success to 
some men and to others a dismal failure. | 
The man whose ideal is ‘Business is 
business’ soon adopts the creed, ‘ Any- 
thing to win.’ As the pinch of competi- 
tion comes this man tries to evade the 
law. If he has monopolistic powers he 
ignores the law. He says, ‘ Because I} 
am big and great I will defy the law.’ ”’

MOODY ON NEW MEAT LAW. 


Saye Inspection Amendments Do Not 
Apply to Foreign Products. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 27.—The Secre- 
tary of Agriculture has just received from 
the Attorney General the text of the lat- 
ter’s opinion answering in the negative 
the question whether or not the meat in- 
spection law passed at the last session 
of Congress applied to meat products im- 
ported into the United States from foreign 
countries. 

Attorney General Moody said the pro- 
visions of the meat-inspection amend- 
ments refer entirely to domestic slaugh- 
tering and meat packing establishments, 
having been passed in response to the 
message of the President to Congress 
transmitting the Neill-Reynolds report of 
the conditions in the Chicago stockyards 
and packing houses. 

The matter of imported meats and meat 
products, he continued, was not referred 
to at all in the amendments, but had been 
dealt with by Congress in the pure-food 
law. This statute specifically prohibits 
the introduction from any foreign country 
or the transportation in inter-State com- 
merce of impure, adulterated, or mis- 
branded articles of food and drink, and 


provides that food shall be considered 
adulterated within the meaning of the act 
if among other things “it consists in 
whole or in part of a filthy, decomposed, 
or putrid animal or vegetable substance, 
or any rtion of an animal unfit for 
food, whether manufactured or not, 
or if it is the product of a diseased ani- 
mal, or one that has died otherwise than 
by slaughter.” 

This act, he added, plainly contemplated 
the importation and delivery through the 
channels of-inter-State commerce of im- 
ported meat food products, and therefore 
Congress could not, in the meat-inspection 
amendment, have intended to exclude 
them from such transportation. 


H'GH GRADE BEEF SCARCE. 


Price of Stall-Fed Cattle Ralsed by 
Heavy Shipments Abroad, 


Wholesale meat dealers in this city say 
that the price of the better grades of 
meat has been increased in the last few 
months. One dealer attributed the raise 
to the fact that the high-grade meat is 
being shipped in greater quantiles than 
formerly to England. 

According to the dealers, beef from 
stall-fed cattle now costs from $6.95 to 
$7.05 a hundred pounds on the hoof. It 
sells dressed, they say, at 10% cents a 
pound. Prior to the falling off in the 
supply, which began last June, beef on 
the hoof was to be obtained at $5.60 a 
hundred pounds, The supply of beef 
— range-fed cattle is said to ba@ plen- 
tiful. /

Chinese Merchant Made Millions 
in Honolulu. 


DAUGHTERS MARRIED WELL 


One of Them Is the Wife of Admiral 
Whiting and Another Is Mrs, J. W. 
Brewster of Elizabeth, N. J. 


HONOLULU, Sept. 27.—News has been 
received here that Afong, the well-known 
Chinese capitajist, formerly of Hawaii, 
died on Tuesday in China. 


Wing Afong went to Honolulu in 1860. 
He amassed much wealth as a dealer in 
silks and Chinese curios of all kinds, and 
married a beautiful Kanaka girl who had 
strains of English and Portuguese blood 
in her veins. The couple had one son 
and thirteen daughters. The girls were 
the handsomest in Honolulu. 

As the wealth of Afong increased his 
wife became a leader in Hawaliian society. 
The girls were all good musicians and 
vocalists. Nearly all of them married 
men of prominence in the islands. One 
became the wife of Rear Admiral Whiting. 

In 1892 Afong returned to China with his 
son, leaving $1,000,000 invested in Ha- 
walian securities for his wife and daugh- 
ters. For a long time it was expected that 
he would return, but news came later that 
he had decided to stay in Hongkong. The 
ample funds left by Afong enabled Mrs. 
Afong to give each of her daughters a 
good education in the United States and a 
handsome dowry when she married. 

Miss Melaine Afong, the last of the 
belles, was married to James W. Brew- 
eter of Blizabeth, N. J., under romantic 
circumstances in September, 1903. Mr. 
Brewster, who was the son of a freight 
broker of New York, met Miss Melaine 
Afong at a dance given in one of the Hon- 


olulu hotels and immediately fell in love 
with her. He was presented to her at 9 
o'clock and at five minutes after 10 he 
walked up to her mother and asked her 
consent to their marriage. 


Wing Afong was one of the best-known 
merchants in Canton and Hongkong at 
the time of his death and reputed to be 
worth several million dollars.

CAN GET GOLD IN PARIS. 


Bank of France ce WHIT Let It Go If 
Americans Pay the Price. 


PARIS, Sept. 27.—The monetary situa- 
tion continues to absorb the attention of 
the bankers here, who are hesitating to 
lend money, pending the uncertainty re- 
garding a further increase of the Bank 
of England's rate of discount and the de- 
mands of the New York market. 
Bank of France has been letting out gold, 
primarily with the object of obviating an 
increase In the rate across the Channel. 

Banking circles here are of the opinion 
that New York will be unable to obtain 
much more relief from London, but that 
gold may be obtained here, though at a 
constantly higher price. The Regent of 
the Bank of France informed a prominent 
American banker last night that the 
Bank.of France would furnish gold for 


export if the United States were pre- 
pared to pay the price. Last week's ship- 
meant cost 4 mills premium, and there 
were further withdrawals at 5 and up- 
ward. Some of the gold already gone, 
however, accumulated in the ordinary 
course of business, was not paid out ata 
premium. 

At the Bank of France to-day it was 
stated that the bank officials regarded 
the matter in a purely commercial light, 
were always in a position to 
prevent an outflow of gold, in order to 
protect French interests, by the exercise 
of their legal option to redeem notes and 
silver five-franc pieces.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


. There is a tradition, strongly supported 
by experience, that August is a bull 
month in the stock market, and that Sep- 
stember is likely to be a bear month. An 
‘August rise in prices is expected to cul- 
‘minate in September or October, more 
“probably in September. There are very few 
exceptions to the rule that an August rise 
will be followed by a decline in the Au- 
tumn, but whether the Autumn decline 
will occur in September or October de- 
pends a good deal upon the headway 
gained on the bull side during the month 
of August. A decline almost invariably 
takes place in one of those: two months, 
but it is as likely to occur in one as in the 
other, so that the risk of a bear going 
wrong in the Autumn by miscalculating 
the time is greater than the risk of a bull 
going wrong in August. In 1905 August 
was a bull month, the average price of 
twenty railroad stocks advancing in that 
month to 132.19. There was a break in 
September to 127.37, and a recovery in 
October to 132.65, followed immediately by 
another decline to 127.91. Then came the 
rise which carried those stocks to 138.36 
in January. Thus the bear had two op- 
portunities in that year, one in September 
and another in October, but he might easi- 
ly have been whipsawed by the recovery 
which took place in the first half of Octo- 
ber after the September break. In 1904 
August was a bull month, but the rise 
.continued steadily through the Autumn; 
the break came in December. In 1903 
‘August was a bull month. The average 
price of the same twenty stocks advanced 
“in August to 98.84 and broke in September 
to 88.80, a decline of 10 points. In 1902 all 
rules went wrong. August was not a bear 
month that year, but neither was it a bull 
month. The average price of the twenty 
railroad stocks reached 127.16 in July, and 
Sagged to 125.31 in August. This was a 
decline of less than 2 points in the aver- 
age, so that you could hardly call that a 
bear month, but it was at least a depart- 
ure from form, and then, as if the excep- 
tions were to be made consistent, Septem- 
ber was a bull month, in which the aver- 
age was carried up to 129.36. Then came 
the.break, and in November the average 
touched 118.70. In 1901 August was a bull 
month; there was a decline in the first 
half of September, then a recovery, and 
then another decline in October. In 1900 
August was a bull month, September a 
bear month; prices rallied in October and 
broke again in December. In 1889 prices 
advanced from 77.38 in June to 85.55 on 
Sept. 5, and then declined pretty steadily 
through the Autumn, touching 72.48 in 
December. In 1898 August wag a bull 
month. The advance culminated on the 
26th at 70.15; the next low point was in

WHEAT.—Small Northwest receipts and 
firmer cables gave bulls enough confidence 
yesterday to once more support the market, 
the result of which was a sharp advance and 
a@ generally firm undertone all day, with final 
prices %c above the previous night. The ad- 
vance of %@%d at Liverpool encouraged a 
hope of export business, and while the actual 
sales reported up to the close did not exceed 
15 loads, it was understood that considerably 
more would have been done had the wheat 
been available. With the exception of a de- 
cline of %@1 mark at Berlin, Continental mar- 
kets shared the English advance, closing partly 
15 points higher at Paris and oints up at 
Budapest. Some very good buying was re- 
ported at Chicago for thé day, mainly on bull 
news from the Northwest, which included, be- 
sides small receipts, talk ‘about poor thrashing 
returns from North Dakota and Minnesota. 
The Northwest arrivals were only 576 cars, 
compared with 987 cars last year. At all in- 
terior points receipts were 800,000 bushels 
smaller than a year ago. 

In the afternoon moderate realizing occurred, 
and prices worked off slightly from highest 
point in face of the Broomhall estimate for 
only 400,000 bushels from the Argentine on 
Friday, against 696,000 bushels a year ago.

LOW-RENT ADVOCATES 


MAY GET UP A PARTY 


Although Some of Them Rather 
Like Mr. Hearst. 


CROWD AT THEIR MEETING 


Speakers Urge a Plank That Will Chill | 


the Hearts of Extortionate 
Landlords. 


A crowd of several hundred persons 


clustered about a truck, which stood at| 


the corner of Bighth Avenue and Six- 
teenth Street, 


Speeches on high rents. The meeting was | 


held under the auspices of the Tenants’ 
Protective Union, an organization which 
is now confined to the Fifth Assembly 
District, but hopes to spread. 
Organized in May last, when there was 
much talk of high rents in that sec- 
tion, and now is fanning itself into re- 
newed activity again because, as one of 
the officers explained, there is nothing In 
the State platform of either of the two 
parties about high rents. If the matter 
is not made an issue by one or the other 
of the two parties this little group of 
poor men’s friends threatens to start a 
party of its own, and by petition. 

“The money lender is curbed, the pawn- 
broker is held down, even the trusts are 
being checked a little,” said Cornelius 
Donavan, the Chairman of the union, 
“but nothing is said about avaricious, 
grasping landlords. They make more on 
their money than any one else; make 
poor people starve themselves, and drive 
little merchants to the wall, but nobody 
gays a word. 

“What gives them their great profit? 
Isn't it the tenants, whom they bleed and 
fleece?” 

Joseph Wilkinson, another speaker, 
made a “ break ’"’—the Chairman said he 
did. After explaining that he thought 
there should be some legislative relief 
from extortionate landlords and that a 
commission should be eappointed which 
would not allow landlords to raise their 
rents out of all semblance of fairness, he 
added: 

“I may be going beyond my privilege, 
may be encroaching upon other fields than 
those I am allowed to tread upon, but I 
cannot forbear to say that I think Will- 
fam Randolph Hearst would help us." 

“Hurrah for Hoist!” yelled three per- 
pons by actual count. 

George Lehner, the Chairman of the 
meeting. who followed Wilkinson, said 
that the previous speaker had no right to 
mention the name of Mr. Hearst, and that 
the union had not pledged itself to any 
candidate for Governor. 

But other speakers somehow made 
the same mistake, mentioned Hearst, and 
got the same applause, three men split- 
ting the air with noise.

HIS BROTHER'S BODY: laments 


Tashjian Admits Having jue 
ted the “Guidensuppe” Murder. 


TOLD CONFLICTING STORIES 


Stuck to His Statement That His 
Brother Had Gone Away Until 
Taken to the Morgue, 


Aram Tashjian, the Armenian wood- 
carver who was arrested on Wednesday 
night on suspicion of having murdered 
his brother, Markar, on Saturday night, 
identified the dismembered body at the 
Morgue yesterday. Immediately after- 
ward he confessed that he had committed 
the crime. 
said, he cut up the body and distributed 
the pieces at the different places in Tenth 
Avenue where they were found. 

The confession of Tashjian came.as a 
dramatic climax to a severe cross-exam- 
ination to which he was subjected by the 
police. Before he saw the body at the 
Morgue he insisted that he was innocent, 
but after he had admitted his crime his 
whole manner changed, and he told of thse 
murder with an eagerness which indi- 
cated that he was glad to relieve his 
conscience of the weight by which it had 
been oppressed. 

The police questioned Tasjian all 
Wednesday night in an effort to get him 
to confess. But the man stuck to the 
story that his brother left this country 
for Armenia last Thursday. Witnesses 
who had seen him talking with his broth- 
er on Saturday night were brought before 
him, but he assured the police that they 
were mistaken. The police became posi- 
tive that they had the murderer, however, 
when the prisoner made conflicting state- 
ments as to his brother’s destination. 
Tashjian said, in turn, that his brother 
had gone to Armenia, to Egypt, and to 
Jerusalem. Finally, when these state- 
ments were disproved, he declared that 
he had gone to California, 

In the morning Tashjian was arraigned 
in the West Side Court, where he was 
remanded to Police Headquarters. He 
was taken to Police Headquarters, where 
detectives tried again to wrest a confes- 
sion from him. They were unsuccessful, 
and they then decided to adopt stronger 
measures, The prisoner was taken to the 
Morgue, where the pieces of his brother's 
body had been deposited. He was not 
told where he was going, and he there- 
fore had no idea of the ordeal that was 
before him until the Morgue attendant, 
who had been rehearsed by the police, 
suddenly pulled a sheet from the dis- 
membered body. Tashjlan was startled 
for a moment; then, composing himself, 
he said, calmly: 

“Yes, I should think that is my broth- 
er’s body.” 

The police were surprised at the man’s 
self-control. There was a moment’s 
silence. The pause was too much for 
Tashjian’s nerves. His knees gave way. 
He fell into a detective’s arms, sobbing 
like a child. 

“I did it! I dia it! My God, I aia itt 
I'll tell you. I'll‘tell you!” he cried. 

The detectives did not want the man to 
talk there, and they tried to stop him, but 
he rambled on. He was taken back to 
Headquarters. On the way he became 
calm again ang asked for a cigarette 
He acted as if he knew the game was up 
and was glad of it. 

Stil) fearing that he might become ob- 
stinate again, the police laid the three 
butoher knives with which the murder 
was committed upon Inspector McLaugh- 
lin’s desk. Tashjian throughout his ex- 
amination by the Inspector was for the 
most part collected, although now and 
then he broke into fits of weeping. 

“The reason why I killed my brother,” 
he said, “‘ was because we quarreled, and 
because he was the meanest man I ever 
knew. He would give nothing to our lit- 
tle brother Levone. To the children in 
the street he would curse when they 
asked him for a penny. He was selfish, 
and I remember he would not lend his 
umbrella to a friend one wet night, al- 
though he did not need it himself. On 
Saturday night we spoke about money. 
We grew angry, and then we quarreled 


very much. sal

happier dead. You make a ey of money. 
I believe it you died you'd try to take it

I 
thought a lot and made up a mind I 
would throw it in the river. did not 
know how I could carry him until I 
thought of taking him in pieces.”’ 

The man then told how he got the other 
two knives and used them to dissect the 
body; how he first carried out the torso 
wrapped in the table, cover with “ The 
Landing of Columbus ” depicted on it and 
threw the bundle into the excavation at 
Thirty-sixth Street and Tenth Avenue, 
and how he put the limbs {in the cars and 
then went back for the head. 

While he was at his terrible work his 
little brother Levone, whom he had re- 

eatedly turned away from the door, met 
fim on the stairs. Tashjian said he was 
carrying a valise in which he had put the 
head with a considerable amount of bal- 
last, his intention being to throw the 
whole thing in the river. Just as he 
passed the a | the weight broke the 
catch and the head fell to the floor be- 
fore the boy’s eyes.

THEN RUSH AWAY AGAIN 


Came on the Koenig Albert, Said 
to Have Gone on La Savoie, 


TO-DAY

ANGRY HUSBAND PURSUING 


At Least That’s the Story Told at the 
Pler—Woman Sald to be Rus- 
sian Officer’s Wife. 


On the North German Lloyd liner Koenig 
Albert, in late Wednesday night from 
Naples via Gibraltar, arrived Herr and 
Frau Essipoff. The woman, according to 
stories told by the custom officers, was 
the eloping wife of an officer of the Rus- 
sian Army. The Koenig Albert docked 
early yesterday morning, and when she 
did Robert Watchorn, Commissioner of 
Immigration at this port, and M. Lody- 
gensky, the Russian Consul General at 
New York, were on the pier. 

The Essipoffs, who were in the second 
cabin, were among the passengers of that 
class detained for examination by the 
immigration Inspectors, and both Mr. 
Lodygensky and Mr. Watchorn were pres- 
ent when they were questioned. Neither 
the man nor the woman was held, and as 
their cases did not come under the pro- 
visions of the exclusion laws of the serv- 
ice, they were permitted to land, but not 
until after they had received some good 
advice from the men who conducted their 
examination. 

Exactly what that advice was ifs not 
known, but a well-grounded story on Ellis 
Island was that it was to the effect that 
it would be a wise move on their part to 
return to Europe on the first outgoing 
steamship. That vessel was the Savole 
of the French LAne, and the couple is be- 
lieved to have sailed for Havre on that 
vessel, being in the United States only long 
enough to ride from Hoboken to New 
York in a ferryboat and then to walk a 
block down West Street to the French 
Line pier. 

Last night Mr. Watchorn declared that 
his visit to the North German Lloyd pier 
had nothing to do with the arrival of the 
couple, and that he had not the slightest 
idea whether they had returned on La 
Savoie. His visit to the plier, he added, was 
in connection with the suicide off Quaran- 
tine on Wednesday night of a young girl 
who had come to this country in the 
steerage of the Koentg Albert. 

“There is Just a sufficient sub-stratum 
of truth in that story to make it impos- 
sible for me to deny it wholly,” said Mr. 
Watchorn. 

He did say, however, that the story of a 
wild flight through Hurope, in which the 
husband of the woman pursued the couple 
to wreak vengeance on the man, was all 
wrong. 

Consul General Lodygensky was just as 
non-communicative at his apartments in 
the Westminster Hotel last evening. He 
would not deny that the woman was the 
runaway wife of a Russian Army officer, 
and beyond the comment that the less said 
about the affair the better for all con- 
cerned, he would not say a word. 
‘According to the story told on the 
Koenig Albert’s arrival yesterday, Essi- 
potf, who is said to be a wealthy Russian, 
met the wife of the officer in St. Peters- 
burg several weeks ago. The meeting was 
at a public reception. Clandestine meet- 
ings followed and the elopement was the 
result. 

When the Russian officer found that his 
wife was gone, he immediately started in 
pursuit. He declared that he would kill 
both the man and woman on sight, and, 
although the couple covered up their 
tracks, he succeeded in tracing them to 
Vienna, which city he reached a d&ay or 
two after their departure. Next he traced 


them to a small town in Russia and final- 
ly back to Vienna. 

When the officer reached Vienna the 
second time he found that word of his 
coming had preceded him and that the 
couple had gone to Germany. In Berlin 
the officer learned that he was again too 
late, and that his wife and the man had 
departed for Paris. From Paris he tracked 
them to Gibraltar, where he was Informed 
— they had sailed on the Koenig Al- 
ert 

The husband is now said to be on his 
way to New York.

YOM KIPPUR BEGINS TO-DAY. 


Most Solemn Fast In the Hebrew Cal- 
endar Starts at Sunset. 


Yom Kippur, or the Day of Atonement, 
the most important day In the Jewish 
calendar and the one most generally ob- 
served by the Hebrews, will begin at sun- 
set this evening, and will continue until 
the first stars appear in the heavens to- 
morrow evening. It ig the tenth day of 
the month Tishri, the first month in the 
new year, and marks the end of the penl- 
tential period which began with the cele- 
bration of Rosh Hashanah. 

Among the orthodox Hebrews Yom 
Kippur is kept as a solemn fast, and dur- 
ing the twenty-four hours beginning at 
sunset on Friday and ending at sunset 
on Saturday no food or drink, or nour- 
ishment of any kind Is allowed to pass 
the lips of the pious and observing Jew. 

From this observance none is exempt 
except the sick, children under age, very 
old people whose health would be affected 
by abstention from nourishment and nurs- 
ing mothers. No work of any kind tis 
permissible while the fast continues. The 
synagogues of the orthodox Jews will be 
open for worship this evening when the 
solemn services known as Kol-Nidre will 
be held. The services on Saturday will 
be continuous In these places of worship, 
commencing at an early hour in the 
morning and continuing with short inter- 
missions until after the stars appear in 
the evening.
